one or more configuration files, Aie one or more configuration files containing computer 
system information, theifcomputer system information including manufacturer 
specific identification information identifying the computer system manufacturer; 

a computer program executable by the processor, wherein the computer program is 
capable of reading a configuration file stored in the nonvolatile memory, 
determining an encrvpted key from one or more bytes read from the configuration 
file including the mlanufacturer specific identification information; 

wherein the encrypted key is capable of deciphering data stored on the nonvolatile 

storage device so as to ensure that the software is installed only on a computer 
system manufactured by the computer system manufacturer. 

(Previously Aniended) The computer system, as recited in claim 10, wherein the 
configuration file includes a BIOS memory file.

22. (Previously Amended) N computer system for selectively installing software onto 
a computer system manufactured by a yomputer system manufacturer, the computer system 
comprising: 

means for reading a configuration file that contains computer system information, the 
computer system information including manufacturer specific identification 
information identifying the computer system manufacturer; 

means for determining a key from one or more bytes from the configuration file including 
the manufacturer/specific identification information; 
means for storing the key in a registry. 
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
